“  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  CORPORATION 
INCOME  TAX  ACT,  1949  ” 

November  10th,  1950. 

URSUANT  to  section  56  of  the  “  British  Co¬ 
lumbia  Corporation  Income  Tax  Act,  1949,” 
being  chapter  63  of  the  Statutes  of  1949,  His 
Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has 
been  pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations,  in¬ 
cluding  amendments  to  regulations  authorized 
under  Order  in  Council  No.  936  approved  the 
10th  day  of  May,  1950:  — 

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  “  BRITISH  CO¬ 
LUMBIA  CORPORATION  INCOME  TAX 
ACT,  1949  ” 

The  Regulations  under  “  British  Columbia  Cor¬ 
poration  Income  Tax  Act,  1949,”  being  chapter  63 
of  the  Statutes  of  1949,  are  amended  as  follows: — 

I.  By  revoking  paragraph  ( b )  of  subsection  (1) 
of  section  600  thereof,  and  by  substituting  therefor 
the  following  new  paragraph  (b):  — 

“(b)  where  a  taxpayer  has  property  of  the  class 
numbered  13  in  Schedule  A  to  these  regu¬ 
lations  which  was  acquired  by  him  for  the 
purpose  of  gaining  or  producing  income, 
such  amount  as  he  may  claim  not  exceed¬ 
ing,  in  respect  of  each  item  of  the  capital 
cost  thereof  to  him,  the  lesser  of 

(i)  one-fifth  of  the  capital  cost  thereof 
to  him,  or 

(ii)  the  amount  for  the  year  obtained  by 
apportioning  the  capital  cost  thereof 
to  him  equally  over  the  period  of  the 
lease  unexpired  at  the  time  the  cost 
was  incurred, 


but  the  total  of  the  amounts  allowed  under 
this  paragraph  shall  not  exceed  the  unde¬ 
preciated  capital  cost  to  him  as  of  the  end 
of  the  taxation  year  (before  making  any 
deduction  under  this  subsection  for  the 
taxation  year)  of  property  of  the  class.” 

2.  By  revoking  subsections  (4)  and  (5)  of  sec¬ 
tion  600  thereof,  and  by  substituting  therefor  the 
following  new  subsections  (4)  and  (5): — 

“(4)  The  aggregate  of  the  allowances  under 
subsection  (1)  or  (2)  shall  not  exceed  the  greater 
of  the  amounts  deducted  in  respect  of  depreciable 
property  for  the  taxation  year  as  shown  in  the 
books  of  account  and  reflected  in  the  financial 
statements  of  the  taxpayer,  or  the  amount  by  which 

“(a)  the  aggregate  of  the  deductions  from  in¬ 
come,  profit  or  surplus  shown  in  the  books 
of  account  and  reflected  in  the  financial 
statements  of  the  taxpayer  for  the  taxation 
year  and  previous  taxation  years,  in  respect 
of  depreciable  property  that  he  had  at  the 
commencement  of  the  1949  taxation  year 
or  acquired  subsequently, 

exceeds 

“(b)  the  aggregate  of  amounts  in  respect  of  that 
property 

(i)  that  have  been  or  should  have  been 
taken  into  account  in  accordance  with 
the  practice  of  the  Department  of 
National  Revenue  in  ascertaining  the 
taxpayer’s  income  for  the  purpose  of 
the  Income  War  Tax  Act  (Canada) 
or  in  ascertaining  its  loss  for  a  year 
for  which  there  was  no  income  under 
that  Act,  and 

(ii)  that  have  been  allowed  as  deductions 
in  computing  the  income  of  the  tax¬ 
payer  in  previous  taxation  years  under 
the  Act. 

“(5)  Where  a  taxation  year  is  less  than  twelve 
months  in  duration,  the  amount  allowed  as  a  de¬ 
duction  under  paragraphs  (a),  (d)  and  (h)  of 
subsection  ( 1 )  shall  not  exceed  that  proportion 
of  the  maximum  amount  allowable  that  the  number 
of  days  in  the  taxation  year  is  of  365.” 

3.  By  adding  to  section  602  thereof  the  follow¬ 
ing  new  subsections  (6)  and  (7): — 

“(6)  For  the  purpose  of  subparagraphs  (i)  and 
(ii)  of  paragraph  (b)  of  subsection  ( 1 )  of  section 
600,  where  an  item  of  capital  cost  has  been  in¬ 
curred  before  the  commencement  of  the  taxpayer’s 
1949  taxation  year,  there  shall  be  added  to  the 
capital  cost  of  each  item  the  amount  that  has  been 
allowed  in  respect  thereof  as  depreciation  under 
the  Income  War  Tax  Act  (Canada)  and  has  been 
deducted  from  the  original  cost  to  arrive  at  the 
capital  cost  of  the  item. 

“(7)  For  the  purpose  of  paragraph  (/)  of  sub¬ 
section  ( 1 )  of  section  600  of  these  regulations, 
capital  cost  includes  an  amount  expended  on  river 
improvements  by  the  taxpayer  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  the  removal  of  timber  from  a  timber 
limit.” 

4.  By  revoking  paragraph  (g)  of  subsection  ( 1 ) 
of  section  602  thereof,  and  by  substituting  therefor 
the  following  new  paragraph  (g): — 

“(g)  in  respect  of  which  an  allowance  is  claimed 
and  permitted  in  accordance  with  Part 
XIII  of  these  regulations.” 

5.  By  adding  thereto  immediately  after  Part  XI 1 
thereof  the  following  new  Part  XIII:  — 

“  Part  XIII 

“ Allowances  in  Respect  of  Capital  Cost 
Farming  and  Fishing 

“  1300.  (1)  Under  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection 
(1)  of  section  10  of  the  Act,  there  is  hereby 
allowed  to  a  taxpayer,  in  computing  his  income 
from  farming  or  fishing,  as  the  case  may  be,  a 
deduction  for  each  taxation  year  in  respect  of 
each  property  that  was  used  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  or  producing  income  from  farming  or  fish¬

(i)  an  animal, 

(ii)  an  herb,  tree,  shrub  or  similar  grow¬ 
ing  thing, 

(iii)  land  title,  or 

“(g)  that  was  not  acquired  by  the  taxpayer  for 
the  purpose  of  gaining  or  producing  in¬ 
come  from  farming  or  fishing. 

“(2)  The  properties  referred  to  in  section  1300 
shall  be  deemed  not  to  include  the  land  upon  which 
a  property  described  therein  was  constructed  or  is 
situated. 

“(3)  Where  the  taxpayer  is  a  non-resident  per¬ 
son,  the  properties  referred  to  in  section  1300  shall 
be  deemed  not  to  include  property  that  is  situated 
outside  of  Canada. 

“  1303.  (1)  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  ‘de¬ 
preciable  cost  to  the  taxpayer  of  property  ’  means 
the  actual  cost  of  property  to  the  taxpayer  or  the 
amount  at  which  he  is  deemed  to  have  acquired  the 
property  under  subsection  (4)  of  section  19  of 
the  Act,  as  the  case  may  be. 

“(2)  Where  the  taxpayer  has,  in  a  taxation  year, 
regularly  used  a  property  in  part  for  the  purpose 
of  gaining  or  producing  income  from  farming  or 
fishing  and  in  part  for  a  purpose  other  than  gaining 
or  producing  income,  the  depreciable  cost  of  the 
property  for  the  purpose  of  this  Part  is  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  amount  that  would  otherwise  be 
the  depreciable  cost  that  the  use  regularly  made  of 
the  property  for  the  purpose  of  gaining  or  produc¬ 
ing  income  from  farming  or  fishing  is  of  the  whole 
use  regularly  made  of  the  property. 

“(3)  Where  a  taxpayer  has  received  or  is  en¬ 
titled  to  receive  a  grant,  subsidy  or  other  assistance 
from  a  government,  municipality  or  other  public 
authority  in  respect  of  or  for  the  acquisition  of 
property,  the  depreciable  cost  is  the  amount  that 
would  otherwise  be  the  depreciable  cost  thereof  to 
the  taxpayer  minus  the  amount  of  the  grant,  sub¬ 
sidy  or  other  assistance.

“GAME  ACT” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
Regulations  Controlling  the  Use  of  Aircraft  and 
Certain  Motor-vehicles  in  Hunting  and  Fishing, 
made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1708,  approved 
August  2nd,  1950,  be  rescinded,  and  the  following 
regulations  substituted  therefor: — 

Regulations  Controlling  the  Use  of  Aircraft 
and  Certain  Motor-vehicles  in  Hunting 
and  Fishing. 

1.  No  person  shall  operate  any  aircraft  for  hunt¬ 
ing  or  trapping  purposes,  or  the  purpose  of  angling, 
without  first  having  obtained  a  permit  therefor 
from  the  Game  Commission. 

2.  No  person  shall  carry  any  firearm,  trap,  or 
fishing-tackle  in  any  aircraft  without  first  taking 
out  a  licence  under  the  “  Game  Act  ”  in  that  be¬ 
half;  provided  that  this  regulation  shall  not  apply 
to  a  firearm  being  carried  in  any  aircraft  for  emer¬ 
gency  purposes,  but  such  exception  shall  not  apply 
unless  each  firearm  so  carried  has  been  first  sealed 
with  a  seal,  and  in  a  manner  approved  by  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Game  Commission  or 
its  authorized  agent. 

3.  The  hunting  of  game  from  any  aircraft  or 
any  four-wheel  drive  motor-vehicle,  or  motor- 
vehicle  equipped  with  a  caterpillar  or  track  tread, 
whether  in  motion  or  otherwise,  is  prohibited;  pro¬ 
vided  that  this  prohibition  shall  in  no  way  limit  the 
use  of  said  motor-vehicle  when  same  is  being  used 
for  transportation  purposes  only. 

4.  No  person  shall  hunt  any  predatory  animal 
from  any  aircraft  without  first  having  obtained  a 
permit  therefor  from  the  Game  Commission. 

5.  No  operator  shall  make  a  flight  in  any  air¬ 
craft,  except  an  aircraft  of  a  commercial  air  line, 
on  any  hunting,  trapping,  or  fishing  expedition, 
unless  said  operator  (a)  submits  a  report  before 
any  such  flight,  (b)  submits  a  report  upon  return 
from  any  such  flight  to,  and  on  a  form  or  forms 
supplied  and  approved  by,  and  under  conditions 
laid  down  from  time  to  time  by  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission. 

6.  No  person  shall  use  any  aircraft  in  locating, 
spotting,  sighting,  or  searching  for  game  for  the 
purpose  of  directing  or  assisting  any  other  person 
to  destroy  or  capture  the  game. 

7.  No  person  shall  use  any  aircraft  or  four-wheel 
drive  motor-vehicle  or  any  motor-vehicle  equipped 
with  a  caterpillar  or  track  tread  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  bait  of  any  kind  for  the  subsequent 
capture  or  destruction  of  any  game. 

8.  The  Game  Commission  may  define  any  area 
of  land  in  the  Province,  to  be  termed  “  Wild-life 
Wilderness  Area,”  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
game  and  fish  therein,  and  when  so  defined  no  per¬ 
son  without  a  permit  from  the  Game  Commission 
shall  land  any  aircraft  therein  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  himself  or  any  of  the  passengers  in  the 
aircraft  to  hunt  or  fish  in  the  area  so  defined. 


9.  Where  any  person  commits  an  offence  against, 
or  violates  any  provisions  of,  these  regulations 
while  in  any  aircraft  or  four-wheel  drive  motor- 
vehicle  or  any  motor-vehicle  equipped  with  a  cater¬ 
pillar  or  track  tread,  and  the  actual  offender  has  not 
been  ascertained  and  prosecuted  therefor,  the  per¬ 
son  in  control  of  the  aircraft  or  motor-vehicle  at 
the  time  of  the  offence  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  offence  or  violation,  and  may  be  prosecuted 
therefor  as  the  offender;  but  nothing  in  this  regu¬ 
lation  shall  relieve  the  actual  offender  from  liability 
for  the  offence  or  violation. 

10.  Any  person  who,  when  requested  so  to  do  by 
any  Game  Warden  or  constable,  refuses  to  allow 
himself  or  the  aircraft  under  his  charge  to  be 
searched  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these 
regulations.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion: —

tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the 
model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or 
underlined,  and  shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be 
proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same.

Order  Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Occupations  of  Janitor  and  Janitress 
in  Buildings  Other  than  Apartment  Buildings 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “  janitor  ”  means  and  includes 
every  employee  employed  as  janitor,  janitor-cleaner,  janitor-fireman,  janitor- 
engineer,  janitress,  janitress-cleaner,  janitress-fireman,  and  janitress-engineer  in 
buildings  other  than  apartment  buildings. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employee  employed  as  janitor,  janitor- 
cleaner,  janitor-fireman,  janitor-engineer,  janitress,  janitress-cleaner,  janitress- 
fireman,  and  janitress-engineer  in  buildings  other  than  apartment  buildings  and  his 
employer. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  janitor  employed  in  buildings  other  than 
apartment  buildings  shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a)  and  (/>)  of  this  section  and 
section  5  (/>)  of  this  Order: — 

(u)  Janitors,  fifty  cents  (50c.)  per  hour: 

(b)  Overtime:  Time  and  one-half  of  the  janitor’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all 
hours  worked  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  in  the  day  and  forty-four  (44)  in  the 
week.  Permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Board  to  work  such  overtime. 
In  cases  where  the  employer  and  the  employees  or  their  representatives 
agree  that  this  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply, 
the  overtime  rates  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to  those  employees  working 
under  arrangements  with  respect  to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or  section  11  (4)  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act,”  or  section  5  (a)  of  this  Order,  until  the  employee 
has  completed  the  hours  so  established. 

4.  That,  except  as  provided  in  section  5  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  and  in 
section  5  of  this  Order,  the  hours  of  work  of  any  janitor  shall  not  exceed  eight  (8) 
in  the  day  and  forty-four  (44)  in  the  week. 

5.  Provisions  for  variance  of  hours  of  work:— 

(a)  The  Board  may,  by  written  authorization,  permit  the  limits  of  hours  of 
work  contained  in  section  4  of  this  Order  to  be  exceeded,  provided  the 
hours  of  work  so  authorized  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  “  Hours  of 
Work  Act  ”  and  regulations  thereunder: 

(b)  Where  the  Board  is  satisfied  that  extra  working-hours  are  necessary  to 
overcome  emergent  conditions  that  may  arise  from  time  to  time  and  that 
such  extra  working-hours  are  not  inimical  to  the  interests  of  the 
employees,  it  may,  by  written  authorization,  permit  the  working-hours  to 
exceed  the  limits  prescribed  in  section  3  of  this  Order.  The  minimum 
wage  payable  for  hours  worked  pursuant  to  such  written  authorization 
shall  be  time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay. 

6.  (1)  That  every  employee  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  thirty-two  (32) 
consecutive  hours  weekly,  of  which  he  shall  be  duly  notified  by  his  employer. 

(2)  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  of 
subsection  (1)  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employer  and  employees 
concerned  make  application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrangement  regarding 
a  rest  period  in  respect  of  such  employer  and  employees  be  approved  by  the  Board, 
the  Board  may  approve  of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement 
so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employer  and  employees  in  lieu  of 
subsection  ( 1 )  hereof. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the  employee  up  to  a  day  not  more 
than  eight  (8)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

8.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place 
in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready 
access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty  of 
each  of  his  employees. 

9.  ( 1 )  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and  correct 
record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  hours  worked  each  day 
by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English  language  of 
the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce 
for  inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or 
conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees.

Establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the  Occupation  of  Janitor  and  Janitress 

in  Apartment  Buildings 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expression  “janitor”  means  and  includes 
every  employee  employed  as  janitor,  janitor-cleaner,  janitor-fireman,  janitor- 
engineer,  janitress,  janitress-cleaner,  janitress-fireman,  and  janitress-engineer  in 
apartment  buildings. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employee  employed  as  janitor,  janitor- 
cleaner,  janitor-fireman,  janitor-engineer,  janitress,  janitress-cleaner,  janitress-fire¬ 
man,  and  janitress-engineer  in  apartment  buildings  and  his  employer. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  janitor  shall  be  fifty  cents  (50c.)  per  hour, 
except  for  janitors  referred  to  in  section  4  ( b ),  (c),  and  ( d )  of  this  Order. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  resident  janitor  of  any  apartment  building 
shall  be: — 

(a)  In  apartment  buildings  of  four  residential  suites  and  under,  at  the  rate  of 
fifty  cents  (50c.)  per  hour: 

( b )  In  apartment  buildings  of  five  residential  suites  or  more  where  single 
rooms,  stores,  or  accommodation  other  than  residential  suites  are  provided 
in  addition  to  suites,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  janitor  shall  be  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  clause  (c)  of  this  section  and  in  addition  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents 
(50c.)  per  hour  for  all  time  spent  attending  to  the  single  rooms,  stores, 
and  other  accommodation:

17  residential  suites,  $82.94  per  month;

In  computing  the  number  of  residential  suites  in  any  apartment  building 
the  suite  occupied  by  the  janitor  shall  not  be  included: 

(cl)  Where  two  or  more  janitors  are  employed  in  any  apartment  building  and 
are  resident  on  the  premises,  the  employer  shall  designate  and  record  on 
the  payroll  at  least  one  janitor  as  resident  janitor  whose  minimum  wage 
shall  be  the  rate  to  which  he  is  entitled  under  clause  (c)  hereof.  Should 
the  employer  designate  more  than  one  janitor  as  resident  janitors  and 
record  them  as  such  on  the  payroll,  the  minimum  wage  for  the  said 
janitors  shall  be  the  rate  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  clause  (c) 
hereof.  v  ' 
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Conditions  of  Labour  and  Employment 

5.  When  a  janitor  is  employed  in  any  apartment  building  and  resides  on 
the  premises,  there  may  be  deducted  from  his  wages  a  sum  equivalent  to  a  fair 
rental  value  for  such  provided  accommodation  in  proportion  to  the  rental  value 
of  the  other  suites  in  the  said  apartment  building:  Provided,  however,  that  not 
more  than  twenty  dollars  ($20)  a  month  may  be  deducted  from  his  wages  for 
a  suite,  and  not  more  than  five  dollars  ($5)  a  month  may  be  deducted  from  his 
wages  for  each  room  other  than  a  bathroom  in  excess  of  two  rooms  in  the  said  suite, 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  rental  value  so  deducted  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars  ($30)  per  month. 

In  any  case  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  accommodation  is  unsuitable, 
the  Board  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  employer  of  the  facts,  and  may  also 
give  notice  that  the  employer  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  any  charges  or 
deductions  in  respect  of  such  accommodation,  unless,  and  then  only,  to  such  extent 
as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  and  after  receipt  of  such  notice  no  charges  or 
deductions,  unless  and  except  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  notice,  shall  be  made  by 
the  employer. 

In  cases  where  the  janitor  is  furnished  with  electricity  and  (or)  gas,  and  the 
janitor  uses  the  same,  not  more  than  the  sum  of  four  dollars  ($4)  per  month  may 
be  deducted  from  his  wages  for  the  said  electricity  and  (or)  gas,  or,  in  the  alter¬ 
native,  meters  shall  be  installed  and  the  janitor  shall  thereupon  pay  for  the 
consumption  of  the  said  electricity  and  (or)  gas  according  to  the  said  meters. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  a  copy  of  this  Order  and  keep  it  posted  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized 
in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  produce  for  inspection 
all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour,  or  conditions  of 
labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his  employees. 

8.  (a)  Every  janitor  employed  in  any  apartment  building  containing  twenty  (20) 
residential  suites  and  over  shall  be  given  a  rest  period  of  twenty-four  (24)  con¬ 
secutive  hours  free  from  duty  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  he  shall  be  duly 
notified  by  his  employer. 

( b )  Every  janitor  employed  in  any  apartment  building  containing  not  more 
than  nineteen  (19)  and  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  residential  suites  shall  be  given 
a  rest  period  of  eight  (8)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  he 
shall  be  duly  notified  by  his  employer. 

9.  That  Orders  Nos.  43  (1942)  and  44  (1942),  establishing  a  minimum  wage 
in  the  occupation  of  janitor  and  janitress  respectively,  both  effective  September 
21st,  1942,  are  hereby  rescinded. 

10.  That  the  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage  Order  (1946),  made  the  25th  day 
of  June,  1946,  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946,  shall  not  apply  to  employees 
in  the  occupations  of  janitors  and  janitresses  after  the  31st  day  of  December,  1950. 

11.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  24th  day  of 
November,  1950,  shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1951.
